She was then led out upon the green within the Tower, where a vast crowd 
were collected to witness the execution. She looked upon the block fixed-| 
ly for a moment, and on the executioner kneeling to ask her forgiveness— | 
*f pardon you freely good fellow, said slie, and giving him ‘a small ‘purse 
she added, ‘see thou deserve my forgiveness by striking strong and: fear- 
lessly ;* she was now disrobed of her upper garments, and a strong feelin; 
of commiseration ran through the assembled multitude, as her beautjfi 
neck and throat were partially exposed. She sow knelt in prayer for 1 
few minutes and then arose, and with her lips still moving as in some ejs- 
culation, placed her head upon the block, which was severed from her boil 
at one blow by the executioner. 

Thus perished in the flower of her youth the fair Katherine Howard ;
